Mansfield  Woodhouse  Urban  District  Council. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  beg  to  present  to  you  my  Annual  Report  on  the  health 
of  your  District  for  the  year  1932,  together  with  the  report  of  your 
Sanitary  Inspector.  This  report  has  been  drawn  up  on  the  lines 
indicated  in  Circular  No.  1269  from  the  Ministry  of  Health. 

The  delay  in  the  return  of  the  estimated  population  from 
the  Registrar  General  has  prevented  this  report  being  issued  in 
the  middle  of  May  as  requested  by  the  Ministry  of  Health. 

Good  progress  was  made  during  the  year  with  the  new  sewage 
works  and  when  these  are  completed  your  District  will  have  a 
modern  up-to-date  sewerage  system  and  one  which  will  enable 
the  District  to  be  further  developed. 

The  health  of  the  District  continued  to  be  satisfactory  apart 
from  an  unfortunate  outbreak  of  food  poisoning.  This  was  traced 
to  the  infection  of  a  cooked  meat  by  the  bacillus  aertryche. 
Fortunately,  there  were  no  deaths. 

I  would  take  this  opportunity  of  thanking  the  Chairman, 
Members  and  Officials  of  the  Council,  for  their  support  and  co¬ 
operation.

SOCIAL  CONDITIONS. 


Including  the  Chief  Occupations  of  the  Inhabitants,  and  the 

Influence  of  any  particular  Occupation  on  Public  Health. 

The  Urban  District  is  pleasantly  situated,  adjoining  the 
Borough  of  Mansfield,  and  covers  a  total  area  of  nearly  5,000 
acres. 

The  altitude  of  the  district  varies  from  about  250  to  500  feet 
above  sea  level,  and  the  climate  is  bracing  and  healthy,  with  no 
undue  atmospheric  pollution. 

Although  the  chief  industry  of  the  district  is  coal  mining, 
with  some  50%  of  the  workers  engaged  in  that  occupation,  there 
is  much  agricultural  land  on  the  outskirts  of  the  District.  The 
occupations  of  the  inhabitants  are  governed  by  these  conditions 
and  besides  mining,  include  agriculture,  commercial  and  financial, 
building  trades,  textile,  transport  and  metal  workers. 

No  excessive  incidence  of,  or  mortality  from,  Tuberculosis 
or  other  disease  has  been  noticed  amongst  any  particular  section 
of  the  community. 


BIRTH  RATE  AND  DEATH  RATE. 

There  were  254  live  births  in  the  District  in  1932,  giving  a 
Birth  Rate  of  18.1  per  1,000  population  as  compared  with  18.5 
in  1931.  This  compares  favourably  with  the  Birth  Rate  for 
England  and  Wales,  which  was  15.3,  the  lowest  ever  recorded. 

There  were  150  deaths  assigned  to  the  District  for  the  year, 
which  gives  a  Death  Rate  of  10.6  per  1,000  population  as  compared

with  10.1  in  1931.  The  increase  is  chiefly  attributable  to  the 
greater  mortality  from  influenza  and  respiratory  diseases.  The 
Death  Rate  for  England  and  Wales  was  12.0. 

The  mortality  from  Cancer  and  Tuberculosis  is  0.85  and  0.92 
respectively,  compared  with  1.22  and  0.94  in  1931.

INFANTILE  MORTALITY. 

23  Children  died  during  the  year  before  reaching  the  age  of 
12  months,  as  against  16  in  1931. 

The  Infantile  Mortality  Rate  is  the  number  of  deaths  of 
infants  under  1  year  of  age  per  1,000  births  which  occurred  during 
the  year. 

Mansfield  Woodhouse  ....  90.2  per  1,000  births. 

England  and  Wales  ....  65.0  per  1,000  births. 

Although  the  Infantile  Mortality  Rate,  unfortunately,  shows 
an  increase  on  last  year’s  record  figure  of  62.2,  the  average  rate 
over  5  years  is  being  reduced. 
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An  analysis  of  the  causes  of  death  shows  that  the  main  factor 
in  the  increased  Infantile  Mortality  Rate  is  the  increase  to  11 
cases  of  the  deaths  due  to  congenital  debility,  malformation, 
premature  birth,  etc.,  and  these  11  deaths  occurred  before  the 
children  reached  the  age  of  1  month. 

5  infants  died  before  reaching  the  age  of  1  week. 

7  infants  died  between  the  ages  of  1  week  and  1  month. 

2  infants  died  between  the  ages  of  1  and  3  months. 

9  infants  died  between  the  ages  of  3  and  12  months.

PROFESSIONAL  NURSING  IN  THE  HOME. 


There  is  no  change  in  the  arrangements  in  the  District  for 
general  nursing  and  the  nursing  of  infectious  diseases.  The 
Mansfield,  Mansfield  Woodhouse  and  District  Nursing  Association 
provides  nursing  assistance  in  Mansfield  Woodhouse  and  the 
Forest  Town  Nursing  Association  in  Forest  Town.  The  latter 
body  is  financed  mainly  by  His  Grace  the  Duke  of  Portland  and 
the  Bolsover  Colliery  Company. 


LABORATORY  FACILITIES. 


No  change  has  taken  place  in  the  arrangements  for  the  examin¬ 
ation  of  clinical  material,  which  is  sent  to  the  Mansfield  Corporation 
Laboratory,  the  Nottingham  City  Laboratory,  the  Midland  Agricul¬ 
tural  College  or  to  the  Clinical  Research  Association. 


HOSPITALS. 


There  are  no  hospitals  actually  in  the  District  but  the  following 
hospitals  are  used  by  the  inhabitants  of  this  District,  viz.  : —

There  is  adequate  Hospital  provision  for  the  inhabitants  of 
the  area,  and  this  authority  has  an  arrangement  with  the  Mansfield 
General  Hospital  whereby  complicated  maternity  cases  and  puer¬ 
peral  cases  are  admitted,  and  with  the  Mansfield  Corporation 
whereby  scarlet  fever  and  diphtheria  cases  are  admitted  to  their 
Isolation  Hospital. 


AMBULANCE  FACILITIES. 

There  are  no  changes  in  the  arrangements  for  the  provision 
of  an  ambulance.  Infectious  cases  are  removed  by  the  Mansfield 
Corporation  Motor  Ambulance  when  hospital  treatment  is  required, 
and  the  Mansfield  Branch  of  the  British  Red  Cross  Society  provides 
an  ambulance  for  non-infectious  and  accident  cases.  Your  Council 
subscribes  £10  per  annum  to  the  British  Red  Cross  Society. 

CLINICS  AMD  TREATMENT  CENTRES. 

There  have  been  no  new  Clinics  or  Treatment  Centres  opened 
during  the  year.  Appended  is  a  list  of  Clinics  and  Welfare  Centres 
serving  the  District. 


CLINICS  AND  INFANT  WELFARE  CENTRES  SERVING  THE  DISTRICT. 
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There  are  no  Day  Nurseries. 
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School  Clinics. 

A  minor  ailment  clinic  for  school  children  is  held  twice  a  week 
at  the  Public  Health  Offices,  Mansfield  Woodliouse,  under  the 
control  of  the  Nottinghamshire  County  Council,  but  with  the 
Medical  Officer  of  Health,  who  is  also  Assistant  School  Medical 
Officer,  in  charge.  During  1932,  4898  attendances  were  made 
at  this  Clinic. 

The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  also  carries  out  the  routine 
medical  examination  of  school  children  at  Mansfield  Woodliouse 
and  elsewhere  in  the  County,  in  addition  to  conducting  Eye  Clinics 
at  various  centres.

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General  Arrangements. 

This  Council  provides  two  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare 

_  t 

Centres,  one  at  Mansfield  Woodhouse  and  one  at  Forest  Town, 
where  infants  and  children  under  five  years  attend. 

An  Ante-Natal  Clinic  is  held  weekly  at  Mansfield  Woodhouse, 
with  provision  for  the  care  of  the  expectant  mother. 

When  necessary,  complicated  maternity  cases  and  cases  of 
puerperal  fever  requiring  hospital  treatment,  are  admitted,  by 
arrangement,  to  the  Mansfield  and  District  Hospital.  Arrange¬ 
ments  have  also  been  made  with  the  County  Council  whereby 
maternity  cases,  whose  home  conditions  are  unsuitable  for  the 
confinement,  can  be  admitted  to  the  County  Hospital,  Stockwell 
Gate,  Mansfield. 

Arrangements  have  been  continued  during  the  year  for  Dental 
Treatment  and  for  Artificial  Light  Therapy. 

During  the  year,  a  total  of  8,142  attendances  were  made 
by  infants  and  children  under  five  years  of  age  at  the  infant  welfare 
centres  and  associated  clinics  provided  by  the  Urban  District 
Council. 


NOTIFICATION  OF  BIRTFIS  ACT,  1915. 

250  Births  were  registered  during  the  year,  the  corrected 
number  actually  belonging  to  the  District  being  254. 

239  Births  were  notified,  233  by  midwives  and  6  by  doctors. 
None  were  notified  by  the  parents  and  there  were  3  failures  to 
notify.  18  Still  births  were  notified. 

MANSFIELD  WOODHOUSE  CENTRE. 

On  Tuesday  and  Thursday  afternoons  Infant  Welfare  Clinics 
are  held  at  the  Public  Health  Offices,  the  accommodation  being 
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exceptionally  convenient  and  comprising  a  large  waiting  room,  a 
weighing  room  and  a  consulting  room.  All  the  rooms  are  on  the 
ground  floor  and  communicate  with  one  another.  There  is  adequate 
outside  shelter  for  perambulators. 

The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  attends  the  clinic  on  Tuesdays 
for  consultation,  and  on  Thursdays  infants  are  weighed  and  advice 
is  given  by  the  Health  Visitor. 

FOREST  TOWN  CENTRE. 

The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  and  Health  Visitor  hold  a 
Clinic  every  Monday  afternoon  at  Forest  Town.  The  accom¬ 
modation,  consisting  of  four  rooms,  is  adequate.

Percentage  of  notified  live  births  who  attended  the  Centres 

for  the  first  time  during  the  year  .  92.8% 
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The  attendances  of  infants  and  children  under  5  years  of  age 
at  both  the  Mansfield  Woodhouse  and  Forest  Town  Clinics  are 
increasing  and  the  average  attendance  per  session  of  56.44  at 
the  Mansfield  Woodhouse  Clinic  and  39.28  at  the  Forest  Town 
Clinic  shows  that  the  mothers  realise  the  value  of  the  advice  given 
at  the  Centres. 

By  teaching  mothers  the  value  of  fresh  air,  to  discriminate 
in  the  feeding  of  children,  and  the  simple  rules  of  health,  healthy 
children  will  be  reared. 

It  must  not  be  forgotten  that  the  main  objects  of  child  welfare 
centres  are  the  maintenance  of  health,  the  prevention,  if  possible, 
of  causes  that  lead  to  ill-health,  and  the  teaching  of  mothercraft. 
They  are  not  intended  for  the  treatment  of  acute  diseases  and, 
therefore,  children  requiring  anything  beyond  very  minor  treat¬ 
ment  are  referred  to  their  own  doctors. 

The  attendances  at  the  Ante-Natal  Clinic  are  increasing 
satisfactorily.  During  the  year  1932,  65  expectant  mothers  made 
162  attendances,  as  against  45  mothers  and  74  attendances  in 
1931.  The  midwives  in  the  District  are  encouraged  to  send  cases 
to  the  clinic  and  a  report  on  each  case  is  sent  after  examination 
by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health.  In  addition,  private  practi¬ 
tioners  may  send  cases  to  the  clinic  or  may,  by  arrangement, 
examine  their  own  cases  at  the  clinic  on  Tuesday  mornings.

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The  visiting  of  infants  and  children  between  the  ages  of  one 
and  five  years  is  carried  out  by  the  Lady  Health  Visitor.  Con¬ 
sidering  the  number  of  the  Health  Visitor’s  fixed  appointments, 
the  figures  shown  are  very  satisfactory. 


ULTRA-VIOLET  LIGHT  TREATMENT. 

The  arrangements  made  in  November,  1928,  for  the  treatment 
of  infants  and  children  of  not  more  than  five  years  of  age  at  the 
Sherwood  Colliery  Company’s  Clinic,  under  the  medical  supervision 
of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  have  been  continued  throughout 
the  year. 

355  Attendances  have  been  made  by  patients,  as  against 
478  in  1931,  and  the  results  on  the  whole  have  been  most  satis¬ 
factory. 


SUPPLY  OF  MILK  AND  FOOD  TO  NECESSITOUS  CASES. 

A  sum  of  £59  was  expended  during  the  year  on  the  supply 
of  free  milk  and  infant  foods,  on  medical  grounds,  to  necessitous 
cases.  The  supplies  were  issued  on  the  lines  laid  down  by  the 
Ministry  of  Health  and  an  assistance  form,  showing  the  income 
of  the  family  from  all  sources,  has  to  be  completed  in  every  case 
and  signed  by  the  parents.  All  mothers  in  attendance  at  the 
infant  centres  can  purchase  dried  milk  and  infant  foods  at  cost 
price. 


ORTHOPAEDIC  TREATMENT. 

Orthopaedic  treatment  is  provided  by  the  Mansfield  and 
District  Orthopaedic  Guild,  to  which  your  Council  subscribes 
£40  per  annum. 
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A  total  of  448  attendances  were  made  by  cases  referred  from 
the  infant  centres  in  1932  as  against  458  attendances  in  1931. 
Arrangements  can  also  be  made  (directly  or  indirectly)  for  the 
admission  of  approved  cases  into  the  Harlow  Wood  Orthopaedic 
Hospital  for  in-patient  treatment. 

Excellent  results  have  been  obtained  by  the  Surgeon,  Mr. 
Malkin,  and  his  assistants,  in  all  cases  referred  to  the  Orthopaedic 

Clinic. 


MATERNAL  MORTALITY. 

The  County  Medical  Officer  of  Health  undertakes  the  in¬ 
vestigation  of  all  maternal  deaths.  Your  Council  has  made  pro¬ 
vision  for  the  investigation  and  treatment  of  cases  of  puerperal 
fever  and  puerperal  pyrexia  and  for  the  hospital  treatment  of 
complicated  maternity  cases. 

Complicated  Maternity  Cases. 

Arrangements  continue  with  the  Mansfield  and  District 
Hospital  under  which  approved  complicated  maternity  cases  are 
admitted  at  a  fee  of  2  guineas  per  week,  with  2  guineas  medical 
fee.  A  retaining  fee  of  5  guineas  is  paid  to  cover  one  bed.  A 
proportion,  or  the  whole,  of  the  fee  is  recovered  from  the  patient 
if  she  can  afford  it. 

During  the  year  1932,  four  cases  were  admitted  at  a  cost  of 

£31  19s.  Od. 

One  death  occurred  in  your  District  from  puerperal  sepsis. 
As  the  case  only  came  to  the  District  for  the  confinement  the 
death  should  have  been  transferred  to  the  district  in  which  she 
lived  (Southwell  Rural  District). 
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Puerperal  Fever  and  Puerperal  Pyrexia. 

In  1927  a  scheme  came  into  operation,  with  the  approval 
of  the  Ministry  of  Health,  and  facilities  were  provided  for  : — 

(a)  A  second  opinion  on  the  case. 

(b)  The  bacteriological  examination  of  specimens. 

(c)  Hospital  treatment. 

(d)  Domiciliary  nursing. 

Dr.  Hunnard,  Senior  Surgeon  to  the  Mansfield  and  District 
Hospital,  acts  as  consultant  and  takes  the  bacteriological  specimens 
when  necessary. 

Any  cases  requiring  in-patient  treatment  are  admitted,  under 
his  care,  to  the  Mansfield  and  District  Hospital,  under  similar 
terms  to  those  governing  the  Council’s  complicated  maternity 
scheme. 

No  cases  of  puerperal  fever  or  puerperal  pyrexia  occurred 
during  the  year.

The  following  schemes  are  in  force  in  your  District  : — 

(1)  Provision  of  sterilised  outfits. 

(2)  Provision  of  a  consultant  for  difficulties  or  complications

(3)  Provision  of  maternity  beds,  where  home  conditions  are 
unsuitable,  by  arrangement  with  the  County  Council  at 
the  County  Hospital,  Stockwell  Gate,  Mansfield. 

EDUCATION  IN  HEALTH. 

Owing  to  financial  and  other  circumstances  it  has  not  been 
possible  to  hold  a  local  Health  Week  during  1932,  but  Rat  Week 
has  been  observed  as  usual. 
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All  the  activities  of  the  Public  Health  Department  are  educative 
in  character,  and  one  very  important  part  of  the  work  of  any 
Health  Department  should  be  to  make  the  inhabitants  of  the 
area  health-conscious. 

Leaflets  and  pamphlets  have  been  distributed  during  the 
year,  many  of  them  kindly  and  gratuitously  supplied  by  the  Health 
and  Cleanliness  Council.  In  addition,  the  Notts.  Rural  Community 
Council  supplies,  free  of  charge,  copies  of  the  journal  “  Better 
Health  ”  for  distribution  at  the  Welfare  Centres.  This  method 
of  teaching  the  elementary  rules  of  hygiene  through  the  agency 
of  the  Health  Offices,  Child  Welfare  Centres  and  School  Clinics 
cannot  fail  to  have  a  good  effect,  and  our  thanks  are  due  to  the 
Health  and  Cleanliness  Council  and  the  Notts.  Rural  Community 
Council  for  their  good  work. 


DENTAL  TREATMENT. 


The  Dental  Clinic  has  been  held  once  a  fortnight  at  the 
Mansfield  Woodhouse  Centre  by  Mr.  Clive  H.  Hole,  L.D.S.,  who 
attends  for  the  purpose  of  carrying  out  extractions,  fillings  and 
scalings.  Expectant  and  nursing  mothers  and  children  under  5 
years  of  age  are  treated,  and  a  small  fee  is  charged  when  it  can  be 
afforded.  Every  patient  referred  to  the  Dentist  has  first  to  be 
examined  by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health.

There  is  no  danger  associated  with  dental  treatment  during 
pregnancy  except  in  a  very  limited  number  of  women  who  show  a 
tendency  to  miscarry. 

VOLUNTARY  HELPERS,  Etc. 

Sincere  thanks  are  due  to  the  ladies  who  have  given  such  splendid 
help  at  both  Infant  Centres,  both  by  gifts  and  by  offering  their 
voluntary  services.  They  have  contributed  largely  to  the  success 
of  the  Clinics  and  their  attendance  has  been  much  appreciated. 

As  in  former  years,  Summer  Outings  and  Christmas  Festivities 
have  been  arranged,  and  the  work  of  your  Health  Visitor  in  con¬ 
nection  with  these  has  again  been  most  valuable. 


CHILDREN  ACT,  1908. 

Your  Health  Visitor  has  been  appointed  Infant  Life  Pro¬ 
tection  Visitor  under  this  Act. 

There  is  no  institutional  provision  for  unmarried  mothers, 
illegitimate  infants  and  homeless  children,  other  than  the  County 
Hospital,  Stockwell  Gate,  Mansfield. 

STILLBIRTHS. 

There  was  an  increase  of  8  stillbirths  during  the  year,  making 
a  total  of  18.  The  rate  (66.1  per  1,000  live  and  stillbirths)  is 
excessive  and  must  either  be  due  to  maternal  causes,  e.g.,  debility, 
or  external  causes  such  as  a  lack  of  care  on  the  mothers  part 
during  pregnancy.  It  is,  unfortunately,  a  fact  that  an  extra 
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person  to  feed  puts  a  great  strain  on  the  financial  resources  of  the 
family,  especially  during  the  present  depression  and  the  con¬ 
sequently  low  wages. 


NUTRITION. 

Advantage  is  taken  at  consultations  at  the  Maternity  and 
Child  Welfare  Clinics,  at  School  Clinics  and  at  School  Medical 
Inspections  to  advise  mothers  on  matters  of  diet,  especially  the 
diet  of  children. 

In  too  many  cases  one  finds,  on  enquiry,  that  carbohydrate, 
in  the  form  of  bread  and  potatoes,  is  the  principal  part  of  the 
diet,  that  very  little  milk  is  drunk,  that  meat  and  eggs  are  supplied 
only  very  occasionally,  and  that  tea  is  given  at  most  meals.  A 
diet  which  is  so  deficient  in  fat,  proteins,  (supplied  by  meat)  and 
vitamins,  (supplied  by  green  vegetables  and  fresh  fruit)  must 
lower  the  resistance  of  the  child  to  infection.  Unfortunately, 
the  cost  of  the  food  in  a  mixed  diet  is  beyond  the  means  of  many 
parents.

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 

Water  Supply. 

Water  is  supplied  to  the  Urban  District  in  bulk  by  the  Mansfield 
Corporation,  through  meters,  from  their  mains  and  the  Council 
undertake  the  distribution  thereof. 

The  supply  is  satisfactory,  being  both  constant  and  sufficient, 
the  sources  being  deep  wells,  sunk  into  the  Bunter  Beds  of  the 
Trias,  at  Clipstone  and  Rain  worth. 
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Throughout  the  year  1932,  the  average  total  consumption 
per  head  per  day  for  all  purposes  was  22.04  gallons  and  for  domestic 
purposes  19.59  gallons. 

There  are  only  12  houses  in  the  District  which  are  unprovided 
with  the  public  water  supply.  Ten  of  these  derive  their  supply 
from  wells  and  two  from  springs. 


Rivers  and  Streams. 

The  River  Meden  forms  the  northern  boundary  of  the  District 
but  before  entering,  it  receives  the  effluent  from  the  Pleasley 
Hill  Sewage  Works.  The  sink  drains  of  about  30  houses  at  Pleasley 
Vale  are  connected  to  two  cesspools.  These  cesspools  are  regularly 
attended  to  and  little  pollution  arises  from  this  source. 

Owing  to  the  geographical  position  and  unfavourable  levels, 
it  has  not  been  found  possible  to  drain  these  houses  into  the  new 
sewerage  system  at  Mansfield  Woodhouse.  A  separate  sewage 
system  would  be  necessary  for  this  purpose. 

An  un-named  brook  flowing  through  Park  Hall  Grounds 
receives  the  surface  water  and  storm  water  overflows  from  the 
sewers  in  High  Street,  Station  Street  and  Warsop  Road.  This 
brook  will  also  receive  the  effluent  from  the  new  Sewage  Disposal 
Works  situated  off  Leeming  Lane. 

The  Flood  Dyke  stores  the  effluent  from  the  Bath  Lane 
Sewage  Disposal  Works  of  the  Mansfield  Corporation. 

A  tributary  of  the  River  Meden  has  been  polluted  by  the 
waste  from  a  manufactory,  and  although  a  purification  plant 
is  provided,  the  treatment  is  inadequate  owing  to  the  exceptionally 
strong  character  of  the  waste.  Arrangements  are  being  made 
for  the  sewage  from  the  manufactory  to  be  received  into  the  Council’s 
sewers,  and  thus  prevent  pollution  of  the  stream. 
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SEWERAGE  AND  DRAINAGE. 

Mansfield  Woodhouse. 

During  the  year  the  scheme  for  improving  the  condition  of 
this  part  of  the  District  and  the  prevention  of  flooding  has  been 
proceeded  with  apace  and  good  work  has  been  done.  The  works 
were  commenced  on  the  28th  December,  1931,  and  those  completed 
to  date  include  : — 

Storm  Water  Drainage. 

(1)  36-in.  diameter  concrete  culvert  from  the  brook  opposite 
the  junction  of  Leeming  Lane  and  Warsop  Road  to 
Albert  Square. 

(2)  24-in.  diameter  concrete  culvert  from  Albert  Square  to 
the  Market  Place. 

(3)  18-in.  diameter  concrete  culvert  from  the  Market  Place 
to  Swan  Lane. 

(4)  18-in.  diameter  concrete  culvert  from  the  brook  to  Warsop 
Road. 

(5)  12-in.  diameter  concrete  culvert  along  a  length  of  Warsop 
Road. 

The  following  works  have  still  to  be  completed  : — 

15-in.  diameter  concrete  culvert  from  Swan  Lane  to  Priory 
Square  and  thence  along  Sherwood  Street  to  Blake 
Street. 


Sewerage. 

Practically  the  whole  of  the  works  of  sewerage  included 
in  the  Scheme  have  been  completed,  as  hereunder  : — 

(1)  New  9-in.  pipe  sewers  along  Leeming  Lane,  from  Ashwell 
Avenue  to  Park  Hall  Lodge,  and  across  the  fields  to  the 
new  Sewage  Disposal  Works. 
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These  sewers  will  enable  the  area  now  being  developed  to  be 
effectively  drained  and  the  houses  already  erected  to  be  connected 
thereto  immediately  the  new  Sewage  Disposal  Works  are  put 
into  commission. 

Negotiations  are  proceeding  between  the  Council  and  the 
owner  of  a  Sausage  Skin  Manufactory  whereby  it  is  hoped  to  be 
able  to  arrange  for  his  works  to  be  connected  to  these  sewers, 
and  obviate  a  nuisance  which  now  exists  at  these  premises. 

(2)  A  new  12-in.  sewer  from  High  Street  to  Welbeck  Road, 
through  private  property,  along  Poplar  Street  has,  however 
still  to  be  completed. 

Forest  Town. 

During  the  early  part  of  the  year,  70  properties  in  this  area, 
previously  drained  into  cesspools,  were  connected  to  the  public 
sewers,  and  the  whole  of  the  properties  in  this  portion  of  the 
District,  with  the  exception  of  a  few  outlying  farms,  etc.,  are  now 
connected  to  the  sewers. 


SEWAGE  DISPOSAL. 

Mansfield  Woodhouse. 

The  new  works  are  nearing  completion  and  comprise  : — 

(1)  Conversion  of  the  existing  storage  tanks  into  storm 
water  streaming  tanks. 

(2)  Three  Settlement  and  three  Detritus  Tanks. 

(3)  New  Automatic  Electrical  Pumping  Plant  and  Station. 

(4)  Six  65-feet  diameter  Bacterial  Filters. 

(5)  Two  Humus  Tanks,  each  18  feet  diameter. 

(6)  Twenty  Sludge  Beds. 

(7)  Dredging  and  Widening  Brook  Course  to  Park  Hall. 
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The  Council  have  powers  under  the  Mansfield  Corporation 
Act  of  1905,  to  drain  500  houses  into  the  Corporation’s  Sewage 
Works  from  a  defined  area  and  at  the  moment  474  houses  are 
connected  thereto. 

Forest  Town. 

The  Sewage  from  this  portion  of  the  Urban’  District  is  dis¬ 
charged  into  sewers  which  form  part  of  a  Combined  Join;  Sewage 
Disposal  and  Sewerage  Scheme  draining  the  Parishes  of  Clipstone 
and  Edwinstowe,  in  the  Southwell  Rural  District,  the  Forest 
Town  portion  of  this  District  and  a  portion  of  the  Borough  of 
Mansfield. 

The  Sewage  Disposal  Works  lie  between  Edwinstowe  and 
Ollerton  and  the  whole  of  the  sewage  from  the  areas  referred  to 
is  dealt  with  at  these  Works. 

I  am  indebted  to  your  Surveyor  and  Water  Engineer,  Mr.  L. 
Walker,  for  the  above  notes  on  Water  Supply  and  Drainage  and 
Sewerage. 


CLOSET  ACCOMMODATION. 

New  Sewer  Connections. 

During  the  year  1932,  the  drains  from  70  houses  situated 
at  Clipstone  Road,  Lime  Grove,  Poplar  Grove  and  Stanley  Road, 
Forest  Town,  were  connected  up  to  the  Council’s  new  sewers,  and 
70  cesspools  were  abolished. 

This  work  involved  the  laying  of  443  yards  of  6-in.  drain 
and  2080  yards  of  4-in.  drain,  the  provision  of  136  new  inspection 
chambers  and  the  re-construction  of  14  existing  inspection  chambers. 
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In  addition,  7  pail  closets  were  converted  to  W.Cs.  The  work 
was  done  by  contract  and  was  commenced  on  the  11th  January 
and  completed  at  the  end  of  March,  1932. 

These  alterations  have  greatly  improved  the  sanitary  con¬ 
ditions  in  that  part  of  the  District.

The  whole  of  the  refuse  is  removed  by  the  Council’s  own 
vehicles  which  are  provided  with  loose  canvas  covers. 


No  important  change  took  place  during  the  year  in  the 
collection  and  disposal  of  house  refuse. 

Application  was  made  by  a  private  firm  for  the  collection 
and  di]4sosal  of  domestic  refuse  from  about  36  houses  and  certain 
mills  situated  at  Pleasley  Vale.  Hitherto  this  private  firm  has 
undertaken  the  work  of  cleansing  at  these  houses  and  mills,  which 
are  situated  within  the  boundaries  of  three  different  local  authorities, 
and  the  work  has  been  efficiently  done.  The  matter  is  receiving 
consideration  by  the  three  authorities  concerned. 


COLLECTION  AND  DISPOSAL  OF  REFUSE. 

(a)  Method  of  Collecting  Dry  House  Refuse. 

Ashbins  are  emptied  once  a  week,  and  in  one  particular  street, 
twice  a  week,  The  bins  are  carried  or  wheeled  out  and  emptied 
direct  into  the  vehicles. 
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Dry  ashpits  are  cleansed  once  a  month,  and  in  a  few  cases 
at  shorter  intervals. 

(b)  Method  of  Collecting  Refuse  from  Privies. 

The  refuse  from  four  privy  ashpits  is  removed  once  a  month, 
before  8  o’clock  in  the  morning. 

(c)  Method  of  Disposing  of  Dry  House  Refuse. 

All  dry  refuse  is  disposed  of  on  the  Refuse  Tip  situated  at 
Candlemas  Cliff.  The  site  is  very  suitable  and  the  tip  has  been 
kept  in  good  order  and  free  from  complaints.  One  labourer  is 
constantly  employed  on  the  tip. 

(d)  Method  of  Disposing  of  Refuse  from  Privies  and  Pail 
Closets. 

There  are  only  about  two  loads  of  this  refuse  per  week.  It 
is  deposited  on  agricultural  land  and  there  is  no  difficulty  in  respect 
of  its  disposal. 

(e)  Method  of  Cleansing  Cesspools. 

The  Council  does  not  undertake  the  cleansing  of  cesspools, 
except  in  special  cases  by  request  and  at  the  cost  of  the  owner 
or  occupier.  A  covered  sludge  cart  is  employed  and  the  refuse 
is  deposited  on  agricultural  land. 

The  collection  and  disposal  of  house  refuse  was  efficiently 
and  systematically  carried  out  during  the  year. 
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SANITARY  INSPECTOR’S  REPORT. 


To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Mansfield  Woodhouse 

Urban  District  Council. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  pleasure  in  submitting  the  records  of  sanitary  inspections 
of  your  District  and  of  sanitary  work  carried  out  during  the  year 
1932.  These  records  will  be  found  under  various  headings  in 
the  report  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health. 

Continued  progress  was  made  during  the  year  in  improving 
the  health  and  sanitary  conditions  of  your  District.  Amongst 
these  may  be  mentioned  : — 

The  abolition  of  70  cesspools  in  the  East  Ward. 

The  provision  of  new  storm  overflow  sewers  and  new  sewage 
disposal  works  in  the  Mansfield  Woodhouse  portion  of 
the  District. 

The  adoption  of  a  scheme  to  deal  with  unfit  houses  and 
to  re-house  the  occupants  to  be  displaced. 

The  collection  and  disposal  of  house  refuse  was  well  and 
systematically  carried  out  during  the  year. 

The  meat,  milk  and  food  supplies  received  considerable 
attention. 
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It  will  be  seen  that  many  sanitary  defects  were  renedied  amd 
improvements  carried  out  to  houses,  etc. 

I  again  beg  to  express  my  thanks  to  the  Chairman  and  Members 
of  the  Council  for  their  support,  and  to  the  Medical  Officer  of 
Health  and  other  Officials  for  their  assistance  and  co-operation 
in  the  discharge  of  my  duties.

There  are  two  local  collieries,  a  brickworks  and  a  sausage 
casing  factory  in  the  District.  No  complaint  was  made  or  action 
needed  in  regard  to  industrial  smoke  pollution  during  the  year. 

This  being  a  coal  mining  area,  there  is  a  certain  amount  of 
smoke  pollution  from  the  chimneys  of  private  dwellinghouses.

The  premises  are  subject  to  general  inspection  and  they  have 
been  kept  in  a  satisfactory  condition. 
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Slaughter-Houses. 

There  are  four  slaughter-houses  in  use  in  the  District.  One 
is  subject  to  annual  licence,  two  have  permanent  licences  and 
one  is  recognised  as  a  registered  slaughter-house. 

Alterations  were  carried  out  at  one  slaughter-house  in  im¬ 
proving  the  accommodation,  lighting  and  ventilation,  and  new 
concrete  floors  were  provided.  Generally  the  slaughter-houses 
have  been  well  kept,  but  on  one  premises  frequent  reminders  were 
necessary  with  respect  to  limewashing,  cleansing  and  removal  of 
garbage,  etc. 

Much  of  the  slaughtering  is  carried  out  by  the  various  butchers 
at  the  same  time,  and  this  makes  the  inspection  of  the  carcases 
rather  difficult.  This  is  the  main  argument  for  the  establishment 
of  a  public  abattoir,  and  as  the  District  grows,  the  need  for  such 
a  place  will  be  felt  more. 


Tents,  Sheds,  Vans,  Etc. 

There  are  several  temporary  structures  used  for  human  habita¬ 
tion  in  the  District,  comprising  caravans,  railway  carriages  and 
cheap  wooden  bungalows. 

Action  has  been  taken,  where  necessary,  to  deal  with  them. 
One  case  of  overcrowding  was  abated  and  the  shed  disused  for 
habitation.  In  another  case,  where  no  plans  had  been  submitted, 
the  structure  has  been  vacated  and  removed. 

There  is  no  doubt  that  the  shortage  of  houses  is  the  chief 
reason  for  the  occupation  of  these  temporary  structures. 


Common  Lodging  Houses  and  Cellar  Dwellings. 


There  are  none  situated  in  the  District.

Mortuary. 

The  District  is  not  provided  with  a  Mortuary  or  suitable 
place  for  the  reception  of  the  dead  before  interment.  Such  provision 
is  desirable  and  the  building  of  a  mortuary  adjoining  the  Cemetery 
Chapel  might  be  considered. 

SCHOOLS. 

With  one  exception,  all  the  Elementary  Schools  are  of  modern 
construction  and  all  are  well  equipped. 

They  are  all  provided  with  water  closets  and  public  water 
supplies,  but  the  closet  accommodation  at  the  Oxclose  Lane 
Schools  is  considered  to  be  insufficient  and  unsatisfactory.  A 
special  report  on  this  matter  has  been  submitted  to  the  Council 
and  a  copy  sent  to  the  County  Medical  Officer  of  Health. 

Provision  has  been  made  by  the  Notts.  Education  Committee, 
in  its  estimates  for  1933,  to  extend  the  closet  and  cloakroom 
accommodation  at  these  schools.

HOUSING. 

Following  the  reports  on  unfit  houses  in  the  area,  submitted 
to  the  Housing  Committee,  Official  Representations  under  Section 
19  of  the  Housing  Act,  1930,  will  be  made  early  in  1933.  47 

Houses  are  on  the  first  schedule  and  negotiations  are  in  progress 
to  obtain  a  suitable  site  for  the  building  of  houses  for  the  displaced 
tenants. 

Whilst  there  is  little  real  overcrowding  in  the  District,  the 
number  of  applicants  on  the  waiting  list  for  Council  houses  is 
large.  An  examination  of  this  list  shows  that  332  applicants  are 
already  tenants  of  houses  and  243  applicants  are  in  rooms.  The 
number  in  rooms  proves  the  need  for  more  houses  in  the  District 
as,  whilst  there  may  not  be  many  cases  of  overcrowding  by  cubic 
capacity,  there  is  frequently  overcrowding  by  reason  of  the  age 
and  sex  distribution  of  the  families.  There  can  be  little,  if  any, 
privacy  where  such  conditions  exist. 

With  the  completion  of  the  Slant  Lane  Estate  (which  will 
occur  early  in  1933)  the  Council  will  have  built  220  houses  under 
the  Housing  Act,  1924,  and  22  bungalows  for  old  aged  persons. 
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The  rents  of  these  houses,  exclusive  of  rates,  are  non-parlour  7/-, 
parlour  8/6d.,  and  bungalows  4/-. 

The  Council  has  every  reason  to  feel  satisfied  with  its  efforts 
to  meet  the  housing  shortage,  but  there  is  still  a  demand  for  houses 
such  as  have  been  erected.  Unfortunately,  Government  sanction 
for  the  erection  of  further  houses  by  the  Council  would  appear 
improbable  at  present  and  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  by  private  enterprise 
further  houses  will  be  erected.

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Of  the  20  samples  it  will  be  seen  that  7  were  up  to  Grade  A 
standard,  and  one  of  these  nearly  approached  Certified  standard 
in  regard  to  cleanliness.  8  Samples  were  unsatisfactory.  No 
designated  milk  is  produced  within  the  District. 

In  15  cases  the  milk  was  well  strained  immediately  milking 
was  finished. 

In  all  cases  a  copy  of  the  report  is  sent  to  the  milk  producer 
and,  when  necessary,  suggestions  are  made  to  improve  the  clean¬ 
liness  of  the  milk  supply. 

IMPROVEMENTS  IN  COWSHEDS. 

New  concrete  floors  were  provided  in  two  cowsheds  and 
extensions  made  to  another  shed  during  the  year. 

Generally  it  may  be  stated  that  the  production  of  clean  milk 
is  affected  more  by  the  methods  of  cleanliness  adopted  than  by 
the  structural  condition  of  buildings.

PREVALENCE  OF,  AND  CONTROL  OVER, 
INFECTIOUS  AND  OTHER  DISEASES. 

Under  the  Notification  of  Infectious  Diseases  Act,  54  cases, 
exclusive  of  Tuberculosis,  were  notified  by  Medical  Practitioners 
as  against  55  in  1931  and  41  in  1930. 

The  prevalence  of  all  notifiable  infectious  diseases  during  the 
year  is  compared  with  former  years  in  Table  F  and  is  detailed 
by  age  and  ward  distribution  in  Table  E  at  the  end  of  this  Report. 

The  question  of  the  provision  of  a  County  Isolation  Hospital, 
to  which  all  areas  would  contribute,  is  still  under  consideration. 
Your  Council  has  informed  the  County  Council  of  its  desire  to 
participate  in  the  suggested  scheme,  and  it  is  hoped  that  a  large 
County  Isolation  Hospital  will  be  erected  in  the  near  future. 

No  use  has  been  made  of  the  Dick  and  Schick  tests  for  scarlet 
fever  and  diphtheria,  respectively,  or  of  the  artificial  methods  of 
immunisation  against  these  diseases.  It  is  hoped  to  provide 
scarlet  fever  antitoxin  for  the  treatment  of  cases  of  scarlet  fever 
which  are  not  removed  to  hospital.  The  question  of  the  provision 
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of  a  clinic  immunising  against  diphtheria  will  be  placed  before 
the  Council  in  the  near  future. 

All  cases  of  infectious  disease  are  visited  by  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  and  the  Sanitary  Inspector  as  soon  as  notified 
to  decide  if  removal  to  the  isolation  hospital  is  necessary,  or  to 
ensure  satisfactory  home  isolation. 

To  assist  parents  a  leaflet  has  been  prepared  which  states 
the  methods  to  be  adopted  to  prevent  the  spread  of  infecton. 

This  leaflet,  along  with  a  postcard  for  the  doctor  in  attendance 
to  notify  the  Health  Department  when  the  patient  is  free  from 
infection,  is  sent  to  the  occupier  of  the  house  in  which  an  infectious 
disease  occurs. 

School  closure  was  not  advised  in  any  case  during  1932.  The 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  attends  the  Public  Health  Department 
for  half-an-hour  each  morning  and  the  headmasters  of  the  schools 
take  this  opportunity  to  send  suspicious  cases  for  examination. 

Cerebro  Spinal  Meningitis. 

Only  one  case  of  this  disease  occurred  during  1932,  as  compared 
with  15  cases  in  1931.  The  case  was  removed  to  hospital  and 
made  a  satisfactory  recovery. 

Small  Pox. 

No  cases  of  this  disease  occurred  during  the  year. 

No  vaccinations  were  performed  by  the  Medical  Officer  of 
Health  under  the  Public  Health  (Smallpox  Prevention)  Regulations, 

1917. 
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Scarlet  Fever. 

26  Cases  of  this  disease  occurred  during  the  year  as  against 
16  in  1931  and  17  in  1930.  The  disease  is  still  of  the  extremely 
mild  and  uncomplicated  type  and  only  one  case  required  removal 
to  the  Mansfield  Isolation  Hospital  as  it  could  not  be  satisfactorily 
isolated  at  home.  No  deaths  occurred  from  the  disease. 


Diphtheria. 

Two  cases  of  this  disease  were  notified  during  the  year  as 
against  14  in  1931  and  5  in  1930.  One  case  was  removed  to  hospital. 
The  other  case  was  a  very  mild  infection  and  was  satisfactorily 
isolated  and  nursed  at  home.  No  deaths  occurred. 

Facilities  are  provided  for  the  bacteriological  examination 
of  throat  swabs  at  Mansfield  and  all  medical  practitioners  may 
obtain  supplies  of  diphtheria  antitoxin  free  for  the  treatment 
of  cases. 


Ophthalmia  Neonatorum. 

Two  cases  were  notified  during  the  year,  and  both  were  treated 
at  home  with  good  results. 


Measles  and  Whooping  Cough. 

It  should  be  realised  that  these  diseases,  although  too  often 
treated  lightly  by  parents,  are  of  the  greatest  danger  to  child 
life  as  they  may  initiate  fatal  respiratory  complications  and  are 
frequently  an  antecedent  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis.  They  are 
more  dangerous  to  children  than  diphtheria  and  scarlet  fever 
combined,  and  for  this  reason  hospital  treatment  is  very  desirable 
for  severe  cases.  6  Deaths  occurred  from  these  diseases  during 
the  year  1932. 
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The  Health  Visitor  visits  and  assists  in  the  nursing  of  bad 
cases  occurring  in  children  under  school  age,  but  in  many  working 
class  houses  the  accommodation  and  conditions  are  not  suitable 
for  nursing  a  case  of  serious  illness. 


Pneumonia. 

17  Notifications  of  this  disease  were  received  during  the  year 
as  against  4  in  1931. 

Enteric  Fever. 

One  case  of  this  disease  was  notified  during  the  year.  This 
was  a  sporadic  case  and  the  condition  was  diagnosed  in  Mansfield 
Hospital.  No  source  of  infection  could  be  traced. 


Other  Infectious  Diseases. 

Five  cases  of  Erysipelas  were  notified  during  the  year.  No 
cases  of  Encephalitis  Lethargica  were  notified. 


Prevention  of  Blindness. 

No  action  has  been  taken  under  Section  66  of  the  Public 
Health  Act,  1925,  for  the  prevention  of  Blindness,  or  for  the  treat¬ 
ment  of  persons  suffering  from  any  disease  of  the  eyes. 

Cancer. 

All  the  facilities  for  the  diagnosis  and  treatment  of  Cancer 
(X-ray,  Radium,  Etc.,)  are  provided  at  the  Nottingham  and 
Mansfield  Hospitals. 

As  will  be  seen  from  the  table  below,  no  organ,  sex  or  age 
group  has  been  specially  affected.

FOOD  POISONING  OUTBREAK. 

An  outbreak  of  Food  Poisoning  was  notified  on  the  15th 
October.  92  Cases  occurred  and  all  showed  similar  symptons  , 
viz.,  24  to  36  hours  incubation  period,  the  onset  of  very  acute 
vomiting  and  diarrhoea,  pains  in  the  back  of  the  head,  lumbar 
region  and  legs,  slight  rise  of  temperature  and  rapid  pulse.  The 
symptoms  were  definitely  those  of  a  Toxin  ”  outbreak  and  there 
was  no  evidence  of  clinical  typhoid  ar  paratyphoid  fever. 

The  food  stuff  concerned  was  “  Savoury  Duck,”  composed  of 
the  lungs  of  sheep,  pigs  and  beast,  mixed  with  celery,  onions, 
rusks  and  seasoning.  The  sauce  served  with  the  ducks  was  obtained 
by  boiling  bones  and  pigs  cheek. 

A  portion  of  the  food  stuff  was  sent  to  the  Ministry  of  Health 
Laboratory  and  the  bacillus  aertryche  was  isolated.  Samples 
of  blood  from  three  of  the  affected  persons  were  also  sent  to  the 
Laboratory  for  serological  tests.  These  tests  confirmed  the  finding 
of  bacillus  aertryche  as  two  samples  aglutinated  bacillus  aertryche 
1  in  80  and  one  1  in  20.  No  organisms  of  the  salmonella  group 
were  isolated  from  the  stool  of  the  cook. 

Exhaustive  enquiries  were  made  at  the  premises  of  the  butcher 
concerned. 

No  cases  of  poisoning  occurred  after  the  eating  of  the  flesh 
of  any  of  the  animals  whose  lungs  were  used  for  the  preparation 
of  the  “  Ducks,”  and  the  carcases  had  also  been  examined  and 
passed  by  the  Sanitary  Inspector  on  the  day  of  slaughter.  The 
man  who  cooked  the  “  Ducks  ”  tasted  the  mixture  for  correct 
seasoning  and  he  developed  no  symptoms.  These  facts  pointed 
to  the  meat  being  free  from  infection.  In  addition,  the  boiling 
of  the  constituents  of  the  “  Ducks  ”  for  five  hours  and  the  bones 
for  the  sauce  for  two  hours  would  kill  any  infection.  The  infection 
would  appear  to  have  arisen  whilst  the  “  Ducks  ”  lay  overnight 
in  uncovered  tins  on  a  table  in  the  rear  shop. 
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No  serious  sanitary  defects  were  found  on  the  premises  but 
minor  improvements  were  suggested  and  these  were  carried  out 
at  once. 

No  deaths  occurred. 

Full  detailed  accounts  of  the  outbreak  were  sent  to  the  Ministry 
of  Health  and  to  the  County  Medical  Officer  of  Health. 


PATHOLOGICAL  AND  BACTERIOLOGICAL  WORK. 

The  Notts.  County  Council  undertake  the  testing  of  specimens 
for  Tubercle  and  Diphtheria  Bacilli  in  addition  to  all  bacteriological 
examinations  required  by  the  Venereal  Disease  Clinic.  These 
specimens  are  usually  sent  direct  by  medical  practitioners  to  the 
County  Authorities,  and  we  have  no  record  of  the  exact  number 
or  the  results  of  such  examinations. 

To  obviate  the  delay  in  the  receipt  of  the  reports  from 
Nottingham  in  connection  with  diphtheria  specimens,  an  arrange¬ 
ment  was  made,  in  1926,  with  the  Mansfield  Corporation  to  examine 
such  specimens.

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ARRANGEMENTS  FOR  DISINFECTION. 

The  Council  have  no  facilities  for  the  cleansing  of  verminous 
persons. 

A  “  Thresh  ”  low  pressure  steam  disinfector  is  available  for 
the  disinfection  or  disinfestation  of  clothing  and  bedding.  This 
work  is  carried  out  in  all  cases  where  considered  necessary  or 
desirable. 

A  covered  motor  van  is  provided  for  removing  bedding,  etc., 
for  disinfection.

RATS  AND  MICE  (DESTRUCTION)  ACT,  1919. 


The  powers  and  duties  under  this  Act  are  delegated  to  the 
Urban  District  Council  and  the  Sanitary  Inspector  is  the  Officer 
appointed  under  the  Act. 

National  Rat  Week. 

Action  was  taken  to  bring  “  Rat  Week  ”  to  the  notice  of 
the  public.  This  action  consisted  of  the  use  of  suitable  printed 
posters,  sending  out  circular  letters  and  the  Ministry’s  advisory 
leaflet  on  "  The  Destruction  of  Rats  and  Mice,”  to  persons  whose 
premises  appeared  liable  to  infestation  by  rats  or  mice.  The 
local  chemists,  hardware  dealers  and  Secretaries  of  Garden  Holders’ 
Associations  were  asked  to  co-operate  in  the  Rat  Week  campaign. 
Printed  post  cards,  requesting  occupiers  to  notify  the  number 
of  rats  destroyed,  were  sent,  but  the  results  were  again  disappointing 
as  very  few  people  returned  the  information  desired. 

Special  measures  were  taken  to  destroy  rats  on  Council  premises. 
These  comprised  the  laying  of  red  squill  baits,  gassing  by  “  Horo  ” 
tubes,  and  the  use  of  dogs  and  ferrets.  35  Rats  were  killed  during 
Rat  Week  and  75  during  the  year.  Altogether,  a  total  of  148 
rats  were  accounted  for  during  Rat  Week  and  484  during  the 
year. 

Only  three  complaints  were  made  in  respect  of  rats  and  these 
received  attention. 

In  one  old  house  the  cellar  was  infested  with  rats.  This  was 
made  rat  proof  and  the  rats  destroyed  by  poison  baits. 

Many  rats  were  killed  in  the  District  by  dogs  and  ferrets  in 
the  way  of  sport  and  the  figures  given  of  rats  destroyed  are  far 
below  the  actual.

The  total  number  of  names  on  the  Tuberculosis  Register  on 
the  31st  December,  1932,  was  126,  as  compared  with  109  at  the 
corresponding  period  of  the  previous  year.  30  cases  were  notified 
during  the  year,  which  increases  the  number  on  the  register  to 
139.  As,  however,  13  deaths  occurred  during  the  year  (four  of 
which  had  not  been  notified)  and  4  cases  had  been  struck  off  either 
as  cured  or  as  having  left  the  District,  the  number  remaining  on 
the  register  is  126. 

14  Cases  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  were  admitted  to  the 
Ransom  Sanatorium  from  this  District  during  the  year.
